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COMPANY MEETING 


THE ZINC CORPORATION 
SIR ROBERT HORNE’S ADDRESS 


The Twenty-second Ordinary General Meeting of The Zinc 
Corporation, Limited, was held, on July 19, at River Plate 
House, London, E.C. 

The Right Hon. Sir Robert Horne, M.P. (the chairman), pre- 
siding, said :—While the gross value of mine _ production 
increased by approximately £A102,000 in the year, the balance 
of profit taken from this section of our operations fell by 
£A21,500 to £A46,766. Apart from the increased expenditure 
on development, the fall in the realised price of lead during the 
year more than accounts for the reduction in net revenue. The 
valance in British sterling brought in to the profit and loss 
account from the mine working account is £37,412, compared 
with £52,520 in 1931. 

The net profit for the year was £94,838 sterling, compared 
with £108,441 in the preceding year. In dealing with the profit 
and loss figures I desire to lay particular emphasis on the fact 
that they refer to the year 1932—a period of great economic 
depression. 

After payment of the Cumulative Preference dividends there 
is sufficient to meet a Participating dividend of 6d. per share, 
and carry forward an increased balance of £46,479, as compared 
with £36,363 in 1931. 


THE MINE 


While development work in 1932 was again severely restricted, 
it may be confidently stated that the mine never looked or 
promised better than it does to-day. 

On the question of costs, I desire to congratulate the general 
managers, as well as the superintendent, and the staff and em- 
ployees. Our costs between 1928 and 1932 dropped by over 
8s. Australian currency per ton, and since the end of 1932 a 
further improvement has been effected. In part this very satis- 
factory movement was due to increased output, but more efficient 
methods and rigid economies have also played a large part. We 
must not, of course, overlook the fact that costs must be ex- 
pected to vary to some extent with price levels, and if there is 
to be a general rise in the latter, the downward movement in 
our expenses cannot continue indefinitely. 

Whatever our personal views may be on the duration and 
extent of the present recovery, it at least gives us a breathing 
space in which to survey our efforts and the measure of success 
attending them in order to meet the effects of the economic 
débacle which commenced in 1929. 

To maintain employment and financial stability and at the 
same time safeguard the interests of both the shareholders and 
the State is no mean task. We faced the crisis with a definite 
programme. In the forefront we placed the maintenance of 
employment and the preservation of financial stability, believing 
that without the former the latter was impossible of attainment, 
and without them both the shareholder and the State could not 
be satisfied. We have good reason, I think, to be pleased with 
the results of our efforts—so far. We have certainly maintained 
a level of employment far above what the most sanguine of us 
would have believed possible. 


DEVELOPMENT POLICY 


True, like everyone else similarly placed, we have had to 
defer development and abandon schemes for new and better 
capital equipment. After almost four years of enforced idleness 
in these directions we are now faced with the necessity of 
speeding up both development and re-equipment, and our policy 
is now as active and forceful as during the three or four 
previous years it was restricted and checked. 

In the next two years, if our work be uninterrupted, over and 
above expenses in mining and milling, we will spend probably 
£150,000, of which approximately £60,000 will be on develop- 
ment and £90 on plant. The net result of these works when 
completed will, we expect, be greater efficiency at relatively 
lower costs and the ability, if markets justify it, to increase our 
production to a rate of 50,000 tons of ore per month. 


AUSTRALIAN GOLD MINING 


We have, as you know, in conjunction with our associates 
both in Australia and here, taken some interest during the last 
four years in the development of the Australian goldmining in- 
dustry, whose success is of such vital importance to the Com- 
monwealth in present circumstances. I am glad to say that a 
reward for our efforts is now in sight. The rise in the value of 
gold, particularly in Australian currency, has caused a definite 
revival in mining and done much to relieve the distress and 
suffering among miners as well as those engaged professionally 
in the industry. 

We have interests in the company known as the Gold Mines 
of Australia—which is largely concerned in the Mount Coolon 
property—and also in the Western Mining Corporation. The 
latter operates actively in prospecting and developing specific 
areas in Western Australia in conjunction with our Broken Hill 
Associates, and also the Union Corporation, the Central Mining 
and Investment Company, the New Consolidated Goldfields, and 
certain important American interests. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

FURNESS, WITHY AND COMPANY, 
LIMITED 








The Forty-Second Annual General Meeting of Furness, Withy 
and Company, Limited, was held at the registered office of the 
company, Furness House, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.3, 
on Wednesday, July 26, 1933, at noon. 

The Lord Essendon presided, and was supported by the 
Directors of the Company. 

The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting. Mr. 
Ralph T. Warwick, of Messrs. W. T. Walton and Son, read the 
asuditors’ report. 

Lord Essendon, in moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, said :— 

I have pleasure in submitting to you the directors’ report and 
accounts for the year ended April 30 last, and as these have been 
circulated to you in the ordinary way I have no doubt it will be 
agreeable to you that they be taken as read. 

My usual custom is to commence the proceedings by giving you 
asummary of the accounts and of the year’s events, and follow- 
ing that procedure it will be noted that our share capital remains, 
for all practical purposes, unaltered ; our general reserve account 
also remains unaltered at £2,000,000; amounts on deposit from, 
or due to subsidiary companies, £500,717, as compared with 
£311,876, which is an internal matter, and sundry creditors, 
credit balances and bills payable show an increase from 
£2,192,406 to £2,591,926, I don’t think there is anything in this 
item to which I ought to draw special attention, the increase 
being in the ordinary way of business, and, of course, the amount 
includes, as usual, provision for taxation and the preference 
dividend paid on May 1 as well as the ordinary dividend to be 
paid on August 17. The profit and loss account I will deal with 
separately. 

Now, on the assets side there are some alterations. Shipping 
property is up from £2,430,821 to £3,498,155, this being due prin- 
cipally to the delivery of the turbo-electric vessel ‘‘ Queen of 
Bermuda ”’ since the date of our last accounts. Investments in 
subsidiary companies, viz., £5,550,252, are up by approximately 
£200,000, due chiefly to our having found it desirable to pay up 
in full some shares which were only partly paid. General in- 
vestments, including British Government securities, £1,825,366, 
are down by about £700,000, the reason for which is that a good 
deal of the money which we had in hand as the result of our last 
share issue was temporarily invested in Government securities, 
part of which have since been realised. The remaining items, 
freehold and other property, £189,142; amounts due from sub- 
sidiary companies, £246,406; sundry debtors, etc., £1,021,414; 
and cash and bills at bankers, etc., and on hand, £407,105, 
remain practically unaltered compared with last year. 

Now we come to the profit and loss account and, frankly, your 
directors are disappointed at the results, although it was not to 
be expected that we would be able entirely to avoid the depres- 
sion which still hangs over the shipping industry. The hopes 
which we entertained that conditions were improving have not 
yet materialised. Consequently we have laboured throughout 
the year under most difficult circumstances, and with most de- 
pressing conditions. The result is that for the past year we 
have a credit balance of £379,674 after providing for expenses of 
every description. As was the case last year, we have brought 
into account a transfer from reserves, the amount being approxi- 
mately the same as a year ago. Adding this credit balance to the 
amount brought in, and providing for the half-yearly dividends 
on the preference shares, as well as the interim dividend on the 
ordinary shares, which was paid last January, there is an avail- 
able amount of £390,197, from which we propose to transfer 
£200,000 to depreciation account; to pay the very meagre final 
dividend of 1 per cent. on the ordinary share capital, and to 
carry forward the remaining £145,197. 

This the lowest dividend we have paid for 40 years, and it is 
a regrettable reflection of the times. The improvement which we 
hoped for has been delayed, and progress is terribly slow, partly 
because the conditions within our own industry are bad, and 
partly because political and economic conditions have combined 
to aggravate the situation. It must be borne in mind that since 
the advent of steam and steel, British shipping developed to 
such an extent that even after the war—and the same applies to- 
day—we had the largest and, I think, the most efficient Mer- 
cantile Marine in the world, and our Shipping trade is there- 
fore more vulnerable and open to attack, both by foreign compe- 
tition and by political and economic events, than it otherwise 





would be. Statistics are terribly dull fare to give to share- 
holders, and, moreover, no one is more conscious than I am that 
statistics can easily be misread and are open to challenge, but I 
think you will be interested in one or two outstanding figures, 
as they will be helpful in giving you as clear a picture as is 
possible within the scope of these remarks. Comparing 1931 with 
1933, the world’s steam and motor tonnage has increased from 
43,000,000 tons gross to 66,500,000 tons, slightly more than 
50 per cent. Effectively the percentage of carrying power is 
higher, because ships are speedier, and facilities for handling 
them in Port have also been speeded up, and it has been esti- 
mated that the effective carrying capacity is nearer 70 per cent. 
than 50 per cent. in excess of the comparative figure in 1913. 
Against this tonnage increase it is estimated that the world’s 
seaborne trade is about half what it was in 1913. There you 
have the world picture—world trade less than half what it was, 
and world tonnage or carrying capacity 50 per cent. to 70 per 
cent. in excess of what it was. But the British picture is not 
quite the same. Our tonnage, which has increased from 18,270,000 
gross tons in 1913 to 18,600,000 in 1933, is approximately 28 per 
cent. of the whole, or if we take Ocean-going vessels of over 
2,000 tons gross, it is about 30 per cent. of the whole, against 
which it is estimated, from the somewhat difficult calculations 
that have been made, that we are carrying about 40 per cent. 
of the world’s trade. At any rate, we have a lower percentage of 
laid-up tonnage, viz., 16 per cent., than any other country, with 
the exception of Japan, Sweden and Denmark. 

I think it is quite obvious from these figures that there is 
nothing fundamentally wrong with the British shipping industry. 
The root of the trouble lies in the serious contraction of inter- 
national trade, and I am afraid we can only look to the leaders 
of Governments, and to those who have control of political, 
economic and financial affairs to establish the foundations upon 
which international trade may be resuscitated. 

The future of the shipping industry depends on whether the 
economic development of the world is to proceed by the gradual 
increase of international trade or by national isolation, which 
would mean the practical stoppage of trade between nations. 

Of course, there are minor problems—and by referring to 
them as minor problems I don’t by any means wish to belittle 
their seriousness—such as subsidies and other descriptions of 
uneconomic competition, but I look upon these things as being 
more in the nature of weapons which are being used, like poison 
gas and air-raids during the war, in the fight for what trade 
there is, whereas the real question is how to restore world trade, 
which is being strangled by political and financial difficulties. 

I have digressed in order to give you this brief picture of 
how I view the situation. Now you will no doubt wish to hear 
of matters which have particularly affected our company during 
the past year. First of all, Ottawa. In a political sense I have 
no doubt the Ottawa agreements were a great success and the 
Empire will be stronger by reason thereof. From our point of 
view, however, some disadvantages have accrued, and the ad- 
vantages which we anticipated have either failed to materialise 
or have been lost sight of in the general depression. Our 
exports to Canada have not increased ; indeed, they have fallen 
off, the figures for the first four months of the year being 
$23,453,000 as compared with $30,412,000 for the corresponding 
period before the Ottawa agreements, representing a percen- 
tage decrease of approximately 234 per cent. It may be that 
Canadian purchasing power has fallen to an even greater 
degree, and it is a fact that Canadian imports from the United 
Kingdom have decreased less than their imports as a whole, 
but whatever the explanation may be, shipping has not benefited. 
Furthermore, the Argentine trade, in which we are largely 
interested, has been seriously affected by the actual and the 
prospective reductions in the importation of meat, and, roughly 
speaking, I estimate that the loss of freight to our associated 
companies in the South American trade will be in the neigh- 
bourhood of £130,000 per annum, when the restrictions come into 
full effect, this being the loss of freight on the reduced quanti- 
ties that will be shipped under our contracts. 

It may seem a little inconsistent to say in one sentence that 
the Ottawa agreements have not resulted in any benefit to 
shipping, and in the next to report that because of the antici- 
pated development of Empire trade we have thought it desirable 
to extend our interests in Empire trade. The inconsistency 1s 
more apparent than real, because, whilst I have given you the 
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facts in regard to Canada, the restrictions placed upon the Argen- 
tine trade should be of benefit to Australasia. Therefore, in the 
protection of our own interests, we cannot sensibly see our 
Argentine business dwindle without taking steps to interest 
ourselves in the trade which should benefit. You will, no doubt, 
have seen from the newspapers that in April of this year the 
Aberdeen and Commonwealth Line, Limited, was formed, for 
the purpose of acquiring from the Australian Government for 
£500,000 the six ships previously operated by the White Star 
Line, Limited, in the Australian trade. Whilst I have accepted 
the chairmanship of the Aberdeen and Commonwealth Line, 
Furness Withy and Company have no direct interest in it, the 
shares being held by the great P. and O. Company and the 
Shaw Savill and Albion Company. The latter company is 
interested not only in the Australian trade but principally in 
the New Zealand trade, and in this latter company, of which 
I have also recently been elected chairman, and Mr. W. C. 
Warwick has been elected a director, our company and our 
subsidiary, the British Maritime Trust, have acquired a sub- 
stantial interest. We hope that this acquisition will be a 
beneficial one, but in the meantime all I can say is that we are 
doing our best to spread our interests in a manner which seems 
wise and prudent, under the circumstances with which we 
are faced. 

In regard to our subsidiary companies, I gave you a very full 
survey last year. They have all made profits, although in most 
cases reduced, with the exception of three where losses have 
been incurred as stated on the balance sheet. The Prince Line 
and Rio Cape Line have done badly, chiefly owing to the great 
falling off in the export trade from the United States, and to 
unbridled competition for what cargo there is. Unless there is 
some improvement in the current year, it may be desirable to 
give some assistance to the Rio Cape Line out of our reserves, 
but in the meantime we are doing everything we possibly can 
to bring about some better organisation in the Far Eastern 
trade, in which their vessels are principally engaged, although 
so far the difficulties involved in reaching a common agreement 
fifteen different Lines, belonging to five different 
nationalities, have proved more or less insurmountable.

During the year three of our associated or subsidiary com- 
panies have taken the opportunity of reducing their capital so 
that their assets may be written down to levels which provide 
fully for the abnormal depreciation that has taken place in 
shipping property, irrespective of the figures at which our in- 
vestments in those companies stand in our books, particulars of 
which I gave you a year ago. Incidentally, I may remark that 
in the case of two of these three companies, bonus shares were 
issued in more prosperous times. The British and Argentine 
Steam Navigation Company will be wound up during the cur- 
rent year, and their assets taken direct into our own balance 
sheet, because that company has entirely exhausted its wear 
and tear allowances for income-tax purposes, whereas our own 
vessels have accumulated arrears of such allowances. This will 
entail paying off the balance of the outstanding debentures of 
the British and Argentine Steam Navigation Company, and 
saving the interest thereon, viz., 43 per cent. These are really 
domestic matters which are only of academic interest to you, 
but it is as well to refer to them in order that shareholders may 
appreciate the proper import of these arrangements, which will 
not, of course, involve any loss to our company—rather the 
reverse. 

I think the only other point affecting last year’s events which 
will be of interest to you is the coming into commission of the 
“Queen of Bermuda’’ in March last. That vessel was de- 
livered to us by Messrs. Vickers Armstrongs, Limited, in Febru- 
ary last, and I believe the builders claim to have achieved a 
record in constructing a vessel of this size and type within the 
very short period of approximately fifteen months. At any rate 
the ‘‘ Queen of Bermuda” entered the Bermuda service on 
March 7 and on her- first arrival in New York she was escorted 
up the Hudson River by the ‘‘ Monarch of Bermuda,”’ accom- 
panied by river craft of all descriptions, and, I believe, to the 
admiration of all lovers of ships. Naturally her earnings for the 
short period of seven weeks are all that are included in the 
accounts now before us, but it will be a matter of satisfaction 
to our shareholders that the vessel is a complete success, and | 
feel sure will prove herself a satisfactory revenue-earning unit. 

Our hotel interests in Bermuda have naturally suffered, not 
only from the prevailing depression, but particularly from the 
uncertain financial conditions which have existed in the United 
States, commencing with their banking crisis and followed by 
their abandonment of the gold standard. In fact, we were par- 
ticularly unfortunate in having the ‘“ Queen of Bermuda” 
scheduled to make her maiden voyage the very week-end that 
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witnessed the closing down of the United States banking system, 
and, whilst the vessel was fully booked, some 2/300 passengers 
were compelled to cancel their passages owing, in some Cases, to 
the necessity for business men to attend to their affairs, and in 
other instances owing to the inability of travellers to secure 
sufficient money to pay their expenses. These are conditions 
which I am sure you will realise, neither we, nor any other 
business people, are able either to foresee or overcome. 

Within the past few months the Chamber of Shipping has 
had under consideration several schemes for improving the 
technical position of the shipping industry. A variety of pro. 
posals have been examined, notably the scrapping of obsolete 
tonnage, laying up a certain percentage to correct the gap be- 
tween supply and demand, increasing the freeboard in order to 
reduce the carrying capacity, and so on. It is an easy matter 
to apply destructive criticisms to these schemes, but the real 
difficulty lies in the fact that shipping is the most interna. 
tional of all industries and it has so far been found impossible 
to conceive any scheme which reconciles, not merely the differ. 
ing national interests, but also the widely differing international 
standpoints. There are fundamental differences between 
tramp ships and liners, and between cargo and passenger liners; 
there are wide differences between ships built ten or fifteen 
years ago and ships fitted with the most modern and economical 
machinery; there sre equally wide differences between the 
cost of operating vessels under some flags compared with 
others, and finally there is the great stumbling block of nation- 
alism—the desire of nations to own mercantile fleets under 
their national flags, no matter whether it is economically practic. 
able or not, and which can only be supported by Govern. 
ment ownership or by subsidies. This very vexed question 
has been so fully ventilated in recent months that I don’t pro- 
pose to make any lengthy reference to it. In particular, British 
policy has been clearly set forth in the Memorandum submitted 
to the Monetary and Economic Conference by the United 
Kingdom delegation. To anyone engaged in commerce it is 
obvious that if one’s competitors start off with the knowledge 
that their losses will be paid out of the public purse, or 
that their manufacturing or operating costs will be largely con- 
tributed to by the same fountain, it immediately discounts 
the possibility of reaching any common agreement for the 
welfare of the industry as a whole. Personally, I believe that 
this spirit of Nationalism is wrong, and I believe that, as 
things are to-day, mercantile shipping is just as much a matter 
for international agreement as Disarmament, or any other of 
the great variety of matters which are being discussed between 
nations at the present time. Four, if not five, of the principal 
maritime nations are at present subsidising their mercantile 
fleets in one form or another, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether the benefits which they derive therefrom—if there are 
any benefits at all—are worth the cost to their taxpayers. At 
any rate, be this as it may, I am convinced that it should 
not be beyond the wit of man to evolve an international scheme 
of rationalisation, either by laying up or scrapping a sufficient 
percentage of tonnage to ensure that the remainder could 
operate at a profit and thus avoid the necessity either for 
national exchequers to pay losses, or to contribute subsidies. 
To put it another way, if shipping were prosperous and inter- 
national trade were brisk mercantile marines would auto- 
matically develop according to economic laws, and subsidies 
would neither be necessary nor tolerated, and it would not be 
so readily assumed that each nation must possess its own mer- 
cantile fleet in order to expand its export trade. Therefore 
[ suggest the remedy is to get back to the prosperous state 
as quickly as possible, but the elimination, or curtailment, 
of these artificial supports, by the resuscitation of international 
trade, and, pending such revival, by international agreements 
to close the gap between the supply of tonnage and the demand 
therefor. What are the alternatives? Are we in Great Britain, 
in the midst of our struggle to meet our obligations at home 
and abroad, our obligations to provide for our unemployed, to 
pay our foreign debts and to balance our National Budget, etc., 
etc., prepared to subsidise our own shipping? Personally, I doubt 
it, and I doubt whether the industry desires it. A reversion 
to the old Navigation Laws, including the reservation of our 
coasting trade, would, I believe, be a retrograde step, and, at 
the best, would perhaps stabilise British shipping on’ a lower 
basis than already exists, and would in any case mean inten- 
sified competition between British shipping, as it would do 
nothing towards adjusting the balance between supply and 
demand. I might illustrate this possibility by referring to the 
United States coasting trade, which is reserved to lines operat- 
ing American flag ships, some of which are subsidised, but, 
nevertheless, the United States coasting trade is suffering from 
very intense competition.

Subsidies, so far as the shipping industry is concerned, are 
akin to tariffs. We prefer to do without them, but Great Britain 
could not indefinitely afford to adopt an isolated policy of free 
trade, and in due course our free trade traditions had to be sacri- 
fced in the face of the ever-increasing tariff walls of the 
countries with which we trade. The shipping situation is very 
similar. ‘The pernicious system of subsidies has taken root in 
four or five of the leading maritime countries, and consequently 
the shipping industry in those countries is in precisely the 
same position as a protected industry—it is at an advantage in 
competition with its neighbour. Great Britain has, after a 
long struggle to maintain its free trade position, been compelled 
io defend itself by entering the tariff arena, and using this 
newly created power as a bargaining weapon. Something similar 
may have to be done in the shipping industry unless the industry 
can, by mutual international agreement, find a friendly solu- 
tion of its difficulties, with the assistance of Governments 
where necessary. The first step towards this should be to 
abandon, or reduce, subsidies wherever possible, and where this 
may not be possible on account of existing contract obligations, 
to stabilise the existing position, so that there may be some firm 
and reliable foundation on which to frame an agreement. 

Referring again to the scrapping of surplus tonnage, it is 
of interest to know that during the first quarter of this year 
there were broken up a total of just under 1,000,000 gross tons, 
including vessels sold for breaking up but on which demolition 
work had not yet commenced. This compares with 1,378,193 
gross tons broken up during the whole of 1932 and assuming 
a total of 3,000,000 tons is reached in 1933 that will be a very 
substantial volume of tonnage taken off the market and will 
be bound to make itself felt in due course. 

Generally speaking, I am afraid you will not find these 
remarks very encouraging. I can assure you it has not been my 
object. to depress you, but it is essential that the broad facts of 
the situation should be made known. None the less, I still 
retain my natural optimism as to the ultimate outcome of events. 
It is obviously beyond the power of any one industry to improve 
world conditions, and the most important things which are 
necessary to revive international trade are entirely beyond our 
control. We can, however, hope that the various plans which 
are afoot for improving general trade conditions, commodity 
prices, and so on, will have the desired effect, and that such 
improvement will, ere long, be reflected in the shipping industry. 
Possibly we ought to call upon Mercury, the god of trade and 
commerce, to show what he can do for industry, to which he is 
supposed to give his protecting influence. That is undoubtedly 
what the Ancient Romans would have done, although I imagine 
—judging from the extent of the difficulties to be overcome— 
we should probably be mocked, as were Baal’s prophets, by the 
taunt that he slumbers and cannot be wakened. 

Once again I must pay a tribute to our staffs throughout the 
world. ‘They have laboured cheerfully under very trying cir- 
cumstances and in the face of severe competition. The measure 
of their success, and the measure of their difficulties, is revealed 
in the accounts and in the survey I have given you. Unfortu- 
nately, we have suffered a severe loss by the death of Mr. E. W. 
Harvey, our chief marine superintendent. Mr. Harvey was an 
exceptional man in his wide technical knowledge; he was uni- 
versally respected for his skill and ability, and not merely our 
frm, but the whole engineering world, is the poorer for his 
loss. His whole career had been spent in the service of the 
company, afloat and ashore. He was only a young man and he 
passed away after a short illness, contracted, I regret to say, 
whilst carrying out the important duties entrusted to him. Mr. 
Harvey was known personally to a great many of those present 
in this room, and I am sure it will be your unanimous desire 
that we should send to his family a message of sympathy and of 
appreciation of his invaluable services to the company. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I have very much pleasure in propos- 
ing the adoption of the report and accounts for the year ended 
April 30, 1933, and I will ask Mr. Burnett to second the 
resolution. 

Mr. Robert E. Burnett seconded the resolution. 

Sir J. Fortescue Flannery, Bart., congratulated the board on 
being able to pay 3 per cent. after making substantial appropria- 
tions for depreciation, in a year when the shipping industry had 
had to go through the worst trading conditions it had ever 
known.

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RETAIL TRADE IN JUNE AND IN FEBRUARY—JUNE 


COMPARISON 


in continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Dis- 
tributors and the Bank of England, there is given on 
page 127 a table showing the relation of sales in June, 
1933, and in the five months February-June, 1933, to 
sales in the corresponding periods a year earlier. These 
figures are compiled from returns furnished by a 
number of departmental stores, concerns operating mul- 
tiple retail shops, independent retailers and a represen- 
tative section of the retail co-operative societies. 

figures are also given comparing the value at cost 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of June, 1933, with those for the same date in 
1932. A smaller number of concerns supply this in- 
lormation; the co-operative societies, in particular, do 
not at present contribute to this section. 

The sample of the retail trade of the country covered 
by the returns is constantly inereasing. In recent 
months the number of returns from concerns operating 
multiple retail shops las received some important addi- 
tions, and this month, following a recent decision of 
the London Furniture Trades’ Federation to collaborate 
in supplying statistics, the figures for the two London 
areas incorporate the first returns received from mem- 
bers of that Federation. It is hoped that this increase 
may continue, and retailers not already contributing 
ean obtain from the Incorporated Association of Retail 
Distributors or the Bank of England specimen forms 
and particulars of the methods used to secure secrecy 
for the returns. 

Many concerns now report the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the period

to which the figures relate, but this information does 
not yet permit the calculation of average daily sales or 
the exaet measurement of the difference in length 
between the working periods in 1932 and in 1933. The 
occurrence of the Whitsun holiday in May, 1932, and 
in June, 1933, adds to the difficulty of a comparison. 
The majority of contributors recorded a decrease ol 
one working day in June, 19338, but a large number 
stated that the period was the same in length in both 
years. The co-operative societies, while unable, owing 
to the differences of practice in different societies and 
districts, to measure exactly the extent to which their 
sales were effected by Whitsuntide, estimated that the 
working period in June, 1988, was shorter by about two 
days than in June, 1932, and some other contributors 
reported a similar difference. After making such adjust- 
ments as were possible, it would appear that the work- 
ing period to which the figures in the table relate was 
probably shorter on an average in June, 1933, than in 
June, 1932, by between one and two days. 


SALES 


The money value of retail sales reported for June, 
1933, was 8-6 per cent. less than in June, 1932. A 
difference in the length of the working period of: one and 
a half days, however, would be ample to account for a 
decrease of this order. In May, for which the working 
period was longer this year than last, the corresponding 
percentage decrease was 0:2. If the two months are 
combined in order to eliminate the effect of the chang- 
ing date of Whitsuntide, the 1933 figure is 2-0 per cent.

miscellaneous section. Total sales rose slightly in 
Central and West End London, but elsewhere were

STOCKS 


Stocks at cost were 5°5 per cent. lower at the end of 


June, 1933, than at the corresponding date in 1932; 
for April and May the corresponding figures were 6°4 
and 5-7 per cent. The narrowing of the difference 
between the values of 1932 and 1933 stocks noted last 
month thus appears to have continued into June. 
Stocks were reported to be lower in value in every 
category and also in each district. The largest decrease 
was 8°8 per cent. in the case of sports and travel goods 
and the smallest 1-9 per cent. in hardware. The 
recorded value of stocks of food and perishables was 
98 per cent, less than a vear earlier; at the end of 
May the value showed a decline of 68 per cent., 
whereas for each of the first three months of the 
trading year a decline of less than 3 per cent. was 
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recorded. These changes may be due to monthly 
variations in the value of stocks a year ago rather than 
to variations from month to month in stocks of food 
this year, seeing that for May and June last year a 
substantial increase in the value of stocks compared 
with 1931 was recorded, whereas for earlier months 
there had been a decline. 


I;MPLOYMENT 


Percentage changes are given in the table for selling 
employees ‘and juveniles (whether engaged in selling 
or not) as well as for total staffs. The aggregate 
number employed in Great Britain by retail establish- 
ments returning these particulars was 1-6 per cent. 
larger at the end of June, 1933, than at the corre- 
sponding date in 1932. This was the third month ii 
succession for which an increase of about 1°5 per cent. 
was recorded. In all districts total! numbers employed 
at the end of June were larger than a year earlier, the 
percentage increases in selling staffs and juveniles 
being larger than the increase in the aggregate in each 
district except the South of England, in which, how- 
ever, the increase recorded for total employees (3°0 per 
cent.) was higher than that for any other district. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND THE TREND OF IMPORT TRADE 


Whether from the standpoint of the Government, 
the European merchant, or the indigenous population, 
the economic situation has shown no sign of improve- 
iment in the Netherland East Indies,* writes the British 
Commercial Agent at Batavia. The continuance of the 
world-wide trade depression and unremunerative prices 
for astern produce had added to the difficult position 
of the major estate and native agricultural industries 
on which the people of this country as a whole so 
largely depend for their prosperity. 


There is some cause for anxiety in regard to State 
finances. Admirable efforts have been made by several 
Budget commissions to breach the margin between 
revenue and expenditure, nevertheless deficits of 
approximately 486 million florins have accumulated 
since 1930 to which, according to present estimates, 
must be added a further deficit of 100 million florins 
for 1935 


Direct and indirect taxation has been raised and 
every source of revenue explored in an endeavour to 
balance the 1932 and 1933 Budgets. Borrowings from 
Holland cannot continue indefinitely, consequently new 
and higher taxation on industry and commerce will be 
levied during the next twelve months in order to arrive 
at a balanced Budget for 1934. An additional burden 
of taxation will add to the difficult position in which 
producers and merchants are already placed and lessen 
their chances of profitable sales in foreign markets. 


IMPORTS FROM JAPAN: THE TRADE BALANCE 


Unemployment and lower wages have heavily re- 
duced the purchasing power of the masses and en- 
couraged the flooding of all Netherland Indian markets 
with Japanese goods which, though inferior in quality, 
have been readily purchased by both Europeans and 
natives, no jonger able to buy superior articles of 
Western origin. A plentiful supply of cheap manufac- 
tures has contributed to the present low cost of living 
for natives and might be regarded as an economic 
advantage if Japanese prices had a solid foundation 
instead of being mainly due to the inflation of yen, 
which cannot continue indefinitely. There is, in fact,

already evidence of exhausted credits and an increase 
in the price of Japanese offers. 


In spite of exchange difficulties. and the higher 
tariffs imposed on Netherland East Indian produce by 
consuming countries, the balance of trade for 1932 was 
€17,467.000 gold in favour of the Netherland East 
Indies. This refiects a satisfactory trading position. 
although very little of the estate produce sold abroad 
returned a profit on the capital invested. 


Economic CONDITION OF THE NATIVES 


The depression in agricultural industries, which was 
stressed in the previous Report, dated September, 
1931, has continued since then and has caused further 
unemployment among field labourers throughout the 
country. ‘The plight of the native population in general 
ig grave, and in many districts their resources are 
straitened almost to vanishing point. This is particu- 
larly the case in the sugar- producing areas and in the 
most densely peopled distrie ‘ts of mid-Java. The native 
population is well able to produce its needs in the 
matter of food, and a succession of abundant harvests 
has ensured that for the moment there is no shortage 
of rice and other home-grown foodstuffs. Paddy has, 
however, dropped to the lowest price on record, and 
other native food products have dropped in proportion, 
so that the natives’ own produce is of little use to him 
for strengthening his purchasing power, or even for 
securing the means of meeting any other payments, 
such as taxes, which he has to settle in currency. The 
closing of sugar and other plantations, and the return 
home of thousands of unemployed labourers from plan- 
tations in Sumatra and elsewhere has, too, glutted the 
labour market. 


From the native’s point of view, at all times, the 
real standard of values is paddy or labour rather than 
currency. Currency has to be found for a few limited 
purposes, and in favourable years a couple of days’ 
labour may have preduced a guilder, and ten days’ 
efforts enough to discharge his tax liabilities -for the 
year: a picul of paddy, representing perhaps 5 per 
cent. of his crop, may have produced the wherewithal 
to pay his taxes last year, while on this year’s prices 
he may have to set aside 15 to 20 per cent. of his 
harvest to meet his taxes. To the Javanese peasant, 
therefore, it seems not so much that paddy prices are 
lower, but that currency is dearer in terms of his own 
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standard of values, and that, consequently, taxes and 
any other payments that have to be met in currency 
are very much more oppressive. 


ln the large towns, however, the amount of currency 
in circulation among the natives is relatively larger and 
their economic state more satisfactory, in fact those in 
work are better off now than they were twelve months 
ago as the standard of wages has not dropped in ratio 
to the cost of native foodstuffs. In the key ports dis- 
tress is most in evidence among the educated clerical 
and artisan class who have lost their employment as a 
result of the trade crisis and are not fitted for hard 
manual labour. 


A far reaching factor is that the accumulated wealth 
of the native population in the form of gold ornaments 
and gold and silver coins has been so much depleted 
since 1930 that they have now little left to sell when 
pressed to pay taxes, or they have other needs for ready 
money, such as for the purchase of clothing and 
esseutial household articles. For those who have no 
land to live on and nothing leit to pawn, the position is 
indeed grave, though they will not starve, as the 
Javanese live a communal life and as long as there is 
food among them no one need go hungry. 


(he natives as a whole have stoically or fatalistically 
accepted a very much reduced standard of living with- 
out any outward manifestation of discontent and once 
again shown that they are a philosophical race with an 
amazing aptitude for adapting themselves to adverse 
living conditions. 


Import TRADE IN 1932 


The total value of imports into Netherland India 
during 19382 was approximately 409,200,000 florins, as 
against 609,900,000 florins in 1931; a decrease of 
200,700,000 florins, or 32.9 per cent. Imports totalled 
66:1 per cent. of the value of exports, as against 74-5 
per cent. in 1931. 


Japan improved her position and again headed the 
list of principal suppliers. This may be attributed to 
several economic factors in Japan’s favour, of which 
the most outstanding are:—(1) Intensive full time 
production of standardised goods by factories equipped 
with modern machinery and served by cheap, docile 
and efficient male and female labour; (2) An advan- 
tage in exchange rates over competing countries trading 
on a gold or sterling basis, since the severe depreciation 
of the yen which followed the abandonment of the gold 
standard by Japan; (8) Advantages in freight rates 
for all manufactured and semi-manufactured goods 
which compete in this market with shipments from 
Dutch, British or German ports; (4) Regular shipping 
services from Kobe, Osaka and Yokohama to all main 
ports within the Netherland East Indian Archipelago; 
and (5) The financial facilities so readily granted by 
Japanese banks to merchants engaged in exports from 
Japan. 


The general consensus of opinion is that Japanese 
manufacturers will be unable to maintain the very low 
prices ruling during the current year. 


The mother country is a close second to Japan. Its 
Pos«-on is, however, flattered by the inclusion of pur- 
chases in Holland on behalf of the Netherland East 
Indian Government which, though mostly shipped from 
Amsterdam or Rotterdam, are not necessarily of Dutch 
origin. Shipments of minted and unminted gold, silver 
and species purchased in Holland on behalf of Nether- 
land India are also included. 


Great Britain, although a bad third, improved her 
position from sixth place in 1931 and passed Germany 
and the United States. The lower exchange value of 
sterling during the period under review enabled United 
Kingdom manufacturers and exporters to compete in 
price with Continental and American offers in certain

manufactured lines; this advantage has been largely 
offset by a much reduced demand for the high class 
products in which the United Kingdom specialises. 
There is evidence that the efforts made by manu- 
facturers to bring their offers to the notice of foreign 
buyers, through the medium of the British Industries 
Fair, have contributed to the position gained in this 
market. Present indications are that imports from the 
United Kingdom would increase in those lines in which 
it is possible for Western manufacturers to compete in 
price with Japan, if sterling were stabilised at round 
about the present value. The uncertainty in regard to 
the future value of the pound is holding back orders 
for deliveries over an extended period. 


Tue FururE oF NETHERLAND INDIAN TRADE 


The world-wide slump in commodity prices, tariff 
walls erected in all consuming countries, politica! 
differences, foiling of all attempts to reduce expenditure 
on armaments, the long outstanding and still unsettled 
problem of war debts—these, and other factors, over 
which Netherland India has no control, have blocked 
the way to_the economic recovery of these islands. 
Within the short space of two years the foreign trade 
of Netherland India has been reduced by 514 per cent. 


An ever-increasing burden of taxation has to be 
carried by the people, to which must be added economy 
cuts, retrenchments and lower wages, in order to allow 
of reduction in production costs and competitive prices 
when selling in foreign markets. 


It is now an acknowledged fact that the Netherland 
Kast Indies must look more than ever to the Pacific for 
their commercial development. Efforts to develop 
export trade with Pacific and adjacent countries have 
been encouraged by the Government with a view to 
redressing adverse trade balances with such countries. 
This movement, for some time, will mainly be con- 
cerned with the disposal of estate and mineral produce, 
raw materials, native foodstuffs and articles of low 
grade rather than high grade manufacture. 

Tariff walls erected in so many countries, and the 
preference agreements reached under the Ottawa Con- 
ference, have made it more difficult to sell Netherland 
East Indian produce, at a profit, in Western markets. 
The adverse effect of the tariffs on the foreign trade of 
Holland and its Far Eastern possessions is being 
studied by economic commissions sitting at the Hague 
and Batavia, with a view to advising on questions of 
future tariff policy and preferential arrangements. 
There are those who consider that the ‘‘ open door ”’ 
policy, so long followed, should be modified in favour 
of imports from the mother country. There are others 
who are of the opinion that any steps taken which may 
lead to an increase in the cost of living for the native 
population, and, therefore, of production in Netherland 
India, will prove detrimental to the best interests of all 
concerned. 


Attention has recently been directed to the plight of 
local industries and the severe competition now experi- 
enced from foreign goods produced in countries with 
depreciated currencies. It is understood that means of 
protecting manufacturing industries established in 
Java, within recent years, are under consideration. 


Netherland India has little invisible trade and no re- 
cuperative power within itself. Its future prosperity 
must therefore depend on an increase in purchasing 
power in foreign countries, which ajone will enable 
producers to dispose of their surplus production and 
consequently increase their ability to buy articles of 
foreign origin. 


Although no economic recovery is at present in sight 
there is no occasion for anxiety in regard to the ulti- 
mate future of the country. Exports are still consider- 
ably in excess of imports. There is an abundance of 
food supplies for the maintenance of the masses and 
ample land in the Outer Islands for future development.

A recovery from the April reductions in coal output 
took place in May, which may be attributed in part 
to the greater number of working days in the later 
month. In the United States, the United Kingdom 
and Germany the increases amounted to 13-6, 12-7 and 
10-6 per cent. respectively, but in the remaining coun- 
tries for which particulars are given they ranged be- 
tween 2-7 and 48 per cent. Compared with May of 
last year, which, however, included the Whitsun holi- 
day, production was considerably higher in the United 
States (17-5 per cent.), Belgium (16:3 per cent.), and 
Germany (9:3 per cent.), but 7-9 per cent. smaller in 
Poland. 


From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March, April and May, 1933, and in

The average daily output of bituminous coal in the 
United States in May was 7-9 per cent. greater than in 
April, but a reduction of 54 per cent. was recorded 
for anthracite.

In the month of May large increases were recorded 
in crude steel output in most of the countries shown in 
the above table. United States production rose by 47 per 
cent., the May figure being more than double that re- 
corded for March. In the Saar District, Germany, the 
United Kingdom and Belgium output was higher by 
28:6, 21:0, 17-6 and 17:2 per cent. respectively, but the 
increases in respect of France and Luxemburg were 
smaller. In the United Kingdom and the Saar District 
the production in May was the largest for any month 
since July, 1930, while in the remaining countries, ex- 
cept Luxemburg, it was the largest for over 18 months. 
In all countries the tonnage produced in May was higher 
than a year earlier, but it must be borne in mind that 
the Whitsun holiday fell in May in 1932. The largest 
increases were recorded in the United States (78 per 
cent.), the United Kingdom (44 per cent.) and France 
(54 per cent.).

Small increases took place in the export prices of 
semi-finished products in Belgium, but steel bars, 
joists, and plates (% in.) were dearer at the end of 
May than a month earlier by 11:7, 76, and 6°7 per 
cent. respectively. Compared with a year earlier, 
prices of steel products were much higher, increases 
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being recorded as follows:—Plates (7% in.), 55; mer- 
chant bars, 40; joists, 33; sheet bars, 28; billets, 28. 


United States.—The price of pig iron rose consider- 
ably in the United States in May; No. 2 foundry 
Philadelphia, and basic delivered Eastern Penn- 
sylvania, showed advances of one dollar in both the 
first and third weeks of May, while most other grades 
of pig iron were dearer at the end of the month than at 
the beginning. Semi-finished and finished steels were 
firm, with some increases in strip and sheet prices. 
The advance in the prices of old material during April 
continued into May; in each grade the net increase 
during the month exceeded 8 per cent., and in two 
crades it amounted to about 30 per cent. The quota-

Orders-in-Council were made on July 24, 1933, under 


Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, as

(1) The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 13 
Order, 1933, which requires imported cordage, cables, 
ropes and twine (including binder and reaper twine) 
of vegetable fibres to bear an indication of origin on 
sale or exposure for sale in the United Kingdom. The 
text of the Order was published in draft form in the 
‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 18, 1933 (page 799). 

The Order will come into force on October 24, 1933. 


(2) The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 14 
Order, 1933, which requires imported stationers’ sun- 
dries of the under-mentioned descriptions to bear an 
indication of origin on sale or exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom :— 

Drawing pins, staples for stapling machines, arch 
mechanisms for letter files, metal fittings for flat 
folders or files, perforators for use in connection 
with arch mechanisms, flat folders or files, stapling 
machines, pocket pencil sharpeners and_ pencil 
sharpener machines. 


The text of the Order was published in draft form in 
the “* B.T.J.”’ of May 25, 1933 (page 847). 


The Order, except so far as it applies to pocket pencil 
shi arpeners, will come into force on October 24, 1938,

WRECK STATISTICS FOR 1982 

The statistical summary of ships totally lost, broken up, 
condemned, etc., published by Lloyd’s Register, shows that, 
during 1932, the gross reduction in the mercantile marine 
of the world amounted to 651 ships of 1,751,357 tons, ex- 
cluding all ships of less than 100 tons. Of this total 573 
ships of 1,696,245 tons were steamers and motorships, and 
78 of 55,112 tons were sailing ships. As compared with 
1931 these figures show an increase of 360,537 tons as 
regards steamers and motorships, and an increase of 22,000 
tons for sailing ships. Tonnage broken up during 1932 
amounted to 1,378,193, as against 1,032,712 tons in 1931, 
an increase of 345,481 tons, and actual casualties show an 
increase of 37,056 tons. 


The tonnage of ships, owned in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, which were broken up, dismantled, etc., during 1932, 
amounted to 454,249, as against 314,957 tons in 1931.

Strandings and kindred casualties which are comprised 
under the term ‘‘ wrecked ”’ are the most prolific cause of 
disaster. ‘To such casualties are attributable 57-7 per cent. 
of the number of steamers and motorships lost, and 34:1 
per cent. of sailing ships. Cases of abandoned, foundered, 
and missing ships are, no doubt, frequently more or less 
similar in the circumstances of loss; and, if these be taken

collectively, they comprehend 17:8 per cent. of steamers 
and motorships, and 51-2 per cent. of the sailing ships 
removed from the mercantile marine during 1932, owing to 
casualty. 


Of course, a large proportion of the tonnage annually 
removed from the merchant fleets of the world comes to 
what may be called a natural end, being broken up, dis- 
mantled, condemned, etc., for reasons not known to be 
consequent upon casualty or stress of weather. During 
1932 the ships so broken up, condemned, etc., amounted to 
no less than 79-4 per cent. of the tonnage of the steamers 
and motorships, and 58:2 per cent. of the sailing ships 
included in the tables.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN MAY 


The trade returns of British India for the month of May, 
1933, as compared with the preceding month, showed in- 
creases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
and Statistics, Calcutta. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 9,75 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 6 lakhs as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufacture advanced by Rs. 40 lakhs from Rs. 10,20 lakhs 
in April, 1933, to Rs. 10,60 lakhs in the month under report. 
Re-exports also recorded an increase of Rs. 3 lakhs and 
amounted to Rs. 25 lakhs. The comparison of the trade 
figures for May, 1933, and the two months April and May, 
1933, with those of the preceding month and the corre- 
sponding periods of last year is as follows:

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in May, 1933, was Rs. 6,20 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 5,21 lakhs 
in April, 1933, and Rs. 1,06 lakhs in May, 1932. During 
the two months ended May, 1933, the visible balance of 
trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 11,41 lakhs in 
favour of India, as compared with Rs. 2,69 lakhs in April- 
May, 1932. The balance of remittances of funds in May, 
1933, was minus Rs. 8,77 lakhs and in the two months April 
and May, 1933, minus Rs. 9,88 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with May, 1932, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in May, 1933, decreased by Rs. 32 lakhs to Rs. 88 
lakhs, those of raw materials by Rs. 1,53 lakhs to Rs. 1,39 
lakhs, and of manufactured articles by Rs. 25 lakhs to 
Rs. 7,29 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco imports of 
sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including beet), declined from 
25,500 tons, valued at Rs. 28 lakhs, to 19,200 tons, valued 
at Rs. 20 lakhs. Imports of rice, not in the husk, fell from 
8,800 tons, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, to 900 tons, valued at 
Rs. 73,000. Arrivals of wheat amounted to 6,800 tons, 
valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, as against nil in May, 1932. Under 
spices, imports of betelnuts advanced from 97,400 cwts. to 
99,500 ewts. in quantity, but declined in value from Rs. 10 
lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs. Imports of raw tobacco fell from 
745,600 Ibs., valued at Rs. 9 lakhs, to 106,700 lbs., valued 
at Rs. 14 lakhs. Imports of cigarettes increased from 
55,000 Ibs. to 70,000 Ibs. in quantity, but the value remained 
almost unchanged at Rs. 2 lakhs. Imports of provisions and 
oilman’s stores declined from Rs. 24} lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs, 
owing mainly to lesser arrivals of canned and bottled provi- 
sions (chiefly vegetable products) and condensed milk. There 
was a decline of 39,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 7 lakhs 
in value under imports of salt. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil advanced 
from 4:4 million gallons, valued at Rs. 214 lakhs, to 6-8 
million gallons, valued at Rs. 28 lakhs. Imports of fuel oil 
dropped from 8-6 million gallons to 5-7 million gallons in 
quantity and from Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs in value. 
[mports of lubricating oils rose from about a million gallons, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, to 2 million gallons, valued at Rs. 16

lakhs. Imports of petroleum, dangerous flashing below 
76° F., including petrol, benzine and benzol, recorded a 
decline of 1-2 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 14 
lakhs in value. Imports of coconut oil improved by 132,000 
gallons to 518,000 gallons in quantity and the value recorded 
a slight increase to Rs. 5 lakhs. Imports of raw cotton, 
chiefly from Kenya Colony, the United States and Egypt, 
decreased by 17,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 1,49 Jakhs 
in value. Imports of raw silk fell by 109,000 Ibs. in quan- 
tity and bv Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Arrivals of raw wool rose 
by about a million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 4 lakhs in 
value. 


Under manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 27 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn rose from 3°9 million ibs. to 4:1 million Ibs. in 
quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 30 
lakhs. The total imports of cotton piece-goods showed an 
increase in quantity combined with a decrease in value.

Imports of machinery and mill- 
work, including belting, advanced by Rs. 20 lakhs. Imports 
of motor cars in May, 1933, numbered 656, and those of 
motor lorries, buses and vans 321. The value of motor cars 
imported in May, 1933, rose by Rs. 6 lakhs as compared 
with May, 1932. Imports of dyes obtained from coal tar 
fell by 1:3 million Ibs. in quantity and by Rs. 14 lakhs in 
value. There were noticeable increases under silk piece- 
goods (+ Rs. 9 lakhs) and woollen piece-goods (+ Rs. 2 
lakhs), while there were decreases under piece-goods of 
cotton and artificial silk and rubber manufactures (— Rs. 3 
lakhs each). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPorts 


Kxports of food, drink and tobacco in May, 1933, com- 
pared with May, 1932, fell by Rs. 49 lakhs to Rs. 2,47 lakhs. 
Shipments of rice, not in the husk, declined in quantity 
from 239,000 tons to 230,000 tons and in value from Rs. 2,06 
lakhs to Rs. 1,35 lakhs. Exports of tea rose from 6-9 million 
lbs., valued at Rs. 49 lakhs, to 7-5 million Ibs., valued at 
Rs. 50 lakhs. Exports of coffee improved from 7,000 cwts., 
valued at Rs. 4} lakhs, to 28,000 ewts., valued at Rs. 16 
lakhs. Shipments of tobacco, unmanufactured, also re- 
corded an advance from 1:3 million Ibs. to 4-8 million Ibs. 
in quantity and from Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs in value. 


Raw materials and produce exported rose by Rs. 1.47 lakhs 
to Rs. 5,11 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton recorded an 
improvement of 17,300 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,26 lakhs 
in value. Of the total shipments of 41,400 tons, Japan took 
22,600 tons, or 55 per cent., the United Kingdom 5,500 tons, 
or 13 per cent., Italy 3,000 tons, Germany 2,400 tons, France 
2,200 tons, China 2,000 tons and Belgium 1,700 tons, the 
remainder being dispatched mainly to Spain and the Nether- 
lands. Dispatches of raw jute also improved from 30,700 
tons to 46,600 tons in quantity and from Rs. 56 lakhs to 
Rs. 70 lakhs in value. Exports of lac rose by 15,000 ewts. 
to 57,000 cwts. in quantity and by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 15 
lakhs in value. Shipments of oilseeds recorded an increase 
in quantity from 58,700 tons to 70,600 tons, but the value 
fell from Rs. 93 lakhs to Rs. 86 iakhs. Castorseed showed a 
decline of 2,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 
Rapeseed also shrank by 13,300 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 18 lakhs in value. Groundnuts, however, rose from 
24,500 tons, valued at Rs. 46 lakhs, to 43,100 tons, valued at 
Rs. 55 lakhs. Exports of linseed more than doubled in quan- 
titv from 6,100 tons to 14,900 tons and in value from Rs. 7 
lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins rose 
by 2,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 16 lakhs in value. 
Kixports of manganese ore contracted by 3,000 tons to 16,000 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 1% lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs in value. 
Shipments of raw wool expanded from 1-7 million Ibs., 
valued at Rs. 9 lakhs, to 3:3 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 114 
lakhs. 


Manufactured gocds also rose by Rs. 94 lakhs to Rs. 2,93 
lakhs.

TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
35 per cent. in May, 1932, to 41 per cent. in May, 1933, and 
that in exports from 23 per cent. to 26 per cent. The shares 
of Germany, Japan and the United States in the month 
under report were 7, 16 and 5 per cent. under imports, and 
7, 14 and 9 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of May, 1933, 
amounted, respectively, to 602,000 and 638,000, as against 
546,000 and 559,000 in April, 1933, and 625,000 and 615,000 
in May, 1932. During the two months ended May, 1933, 
the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
totalled respectively 1,148,000 and 1,198,000, as compared 
with 1,168,000 and 1,260,000 in the corresponding period of 
last year.

TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 


Trade conditions generally have remained quiet. 


Reapiug of the Barbados sugar crop has been brought to 
a close under very favourable weather conditions; the final 
output (including molasses in terms of sugar) is expected to 
approach 115,000 tons. There has been a good demand for 
molasses. 


In the southern districts of Trinidad considerable damage 
was caused by the hurricane of June 27 to coconut and 
cocoa plantations, as well as to many buildings, and to der- 
ricks on some of the oil properties. Exports of asphalt and 
asphalt cement for the five months ended May, as compared 
with the same period in 1932, are:—Asphalt, 18,046 tons, 
against 20,017 tons; and asphalt cement, 2,326 tons, against 
4,766 tons. 


Frequent rains in Jamaica have been very beneficial, par- 
ticularly to the banana cultivation, and supplies are ex- 
pected to reach normal figures again by September. The 
price for pimento has been fairly steady for July and August 
shipments; all reports continue to point to a very small 
crop of this commodity. The ginger crop is over and there 
will be no further supplies available until December to 
January. There has been a little movement in dyewoods, 
both for the United States and for France; shipments of 
logwood extracts are also increasing. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in 
Dominica the trade in green limes with the United States 
has been brighter, the demand at present, however, exceed- 
ing the supply. The sugar crop now finishing in Antigua 15 
expected to reach some 24,000 to 25,000 tons. Sales of Sea 
Island cotton have recently been made in St. Vincent, and

the demand for this product appears to be improving; ex- 
ports of arrowroot from this Colony continue to expand. 
Weather conditions in British Guiana have been generally 
favourable for cane cultivation. The rice market has been 
active and local prices have advanced a little; shipments 
of rice during May amounted to 2,805 tons. The export 
trade of the Colony in the first five months of 1933 was 
valued at 4,517,028 dollars, as compared with 4,328,408 dols. 
in the corresponding period of 1932; imports were valued 
at 2,952,245 dols. and 2,900,370 dols., respectively.

NEW ZEALAND 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—APRIL 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, imports and 
exports (both including specie) during April last were valued 
at £1,470,571 and £3,494,041, as compared with £1,760,689 
and £4,957,535, respectively, in April, 1932. The totals 
for the first four months of the current year were: imports, 
£7 045,208, and exports, £16,838,023, as against £7,609,972 
and £16,457,136, respectively, in the four months ended 
April 30, 1932. 

The heaviest portion of the year as far as exports are con- 
cerned has now passed, and consequently the overseas trade 
figures show the heavy reduction of 35:2 per cent. in exports 
for April as compared with March. At the same time the 
Apri] exports are also 26:6 per cent. below the total values 
recorded a year earlier. Of course, changes in the peak 
period of export of various items that comprise a large pro- 
portion of the Dominions produce exert a considerable influ- 
ence upon monthly comparisons, and the cumulative figures 
of exports for the first four months of 1933 have reached a 
total 4 per cent. in advance of the corresponding portion 
of 1932. After a very heavy shipment in March wool exports

during April naturally fell substantially. Wool has, how- 
ever, held its own for the first four months of 1933, as the 
cumulative figures show an increased export of 14:2 per 
cent. in quantity and 11-9 per cent. in value. All the other 
main items of primary produce also reflect a fairly substan- 
tial decline for April as compared with March. 

Imports for the month were well below normal. A decline 
of 20-2 per cent. from the March total was recorded, while 
the discrepancy between the figure for April, 1932, and 
that for April, 1933, amounted to 16-5 per cent. The total 
imports for the first four months of the current year were 
8-3 per cent. less in value than that recorded for a similar 
portion of 1932.

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SOUTH AFRICA 
BRIGHTER PROSPECTS OF TRADE REVIVAL 

A statement issued by the Standard Bank of South 
Africa says that since the turn of the financial year the 
Union and Provincial Governments’ railway and harbour 
revenues all show an improvement over the corresponding 
period last year. 

This improvement is reflected in a slightly higher level 
of business activity and, despite the disappointment at the 
failure of the London Conference, the consensus of opinion 
in responsible circles is that prospects of a revival of trade 
are now brighter than for some time past. 

Retail business is steady and winter clearance sales are 
producing a large cash turnover. Property markets are 
very firm and building plans passed show an increasing 
number and value. 

Good rains have been experienced along the Cape South 
and West Coasts and North-West districts, but the drought 
continues over a large part of the Union. 

The farming position is still precarious, but owing to a 
decided improvement in prices of produce and a stronger 
statistical position in the principal commodities the outlook 
is more promising. 


Gotp AND DraMonps: RarLwAy EARNINGS 


Despite taxation difficulties and the continuance of the 
uncertainties of international monetary policies the Johan- 
nesburg share market has regained confidence owing largely 
to an upward tendency in sterling and the price of gold. 
The Transvaal gold output for June (26 working days) was 
918,633 fine ozs., with a value (including the premium) on 
the basis of £6 per fine oz. of £5,511,798, as compared with 
959,011 fine ozs. and standard value of £4,073,620 for 
June, 1932 (also 26 working days). Compared with May 
the average daily output was higher by 347 fine ozs. The 
number of natives employed was further increased during 
the month by 2,573 to 229,751. 

The demand for diamond shares continues, and increased 
activities on the river diggings are reported. 
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Railway earnings from April 1 to July 8 total £5,998,014 
(or £48,014 above the official estimate), as compared with 
£5,334,499 in the corresponding period of last year. 

The official estimate of the maize crop was further 
reduced to 8,595,000 bags. 


Woot, Hives, Erc. 


The local wool season has ended. Sales are now con- 
fined to oddments, and prices are very firm. Unsold stocks 
at Union ports on June 30 totalled 4,925 bales, as compared 
with 53,709 bales at the end of June, 1932. Prospects for 
next season are considered favourable. 

The mohair market is active. Prices are advancing, but 
are still low. The destination and purpose of the large 
purchase effected last month is still unknown. 

Hides are firm with a good local demand. The skins 
market is very active, with an all-round increase in prices, 
particularly in woolled descriptions. 

A healthier tone is reported for ostrich feathers, with a 
fair enquiry for wings. 

The market for wattle bark is quiet and supplies are 
small. ‘The demand tor extract is restricted. 

Kixports of citrus truit in June were 469,634 boxes, 
making a total of 550,347 boxes to date, as against 348,895 
boxes in the corresponding period of last season, but the 
crop is much earlier this year. 

The industral postion shows a moderate general improve- 
ment. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN JUNE 


The Department of Customs and Excise advise that the 
total imports through all Union ports for the month of 
June amounted in value to £3,897,000, compared with 
£2,592,000 for the corresponding month last year. Total 
exports were valued at £5,984,000, compared with 
£5,133,000, made up as follows:—Merchandise, £1,459,000, 
compared with £1,069,000; gold bullion and gold specie, 
£4,348,000, compared with £3,839,000; and diamonds, 
£177,000, as against £225,000. The value of bullion and 
specie excludes premium on gold.— Standard Bank of 
South Africa (Pretoria Office).

BRAZIL 
TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The total volume of Brazil’s imports from January to 
March last was 986,419 metric tons, valued at 487,265 
contus, corresponding to £7,528,000 gold, states the 
“Monthly Review of the Bank of London and South 
America, Limited, London,’’ These figures show an in- 
crease of 92,954 tons and £2,128,000 when compared with 
last vear’s movement. On the other hand, exports show a 
slight decrease in volume, but greater value. Shipments 
amounted to 434,213 tons at a value of £10,167,000 gold, 
whereas the corresponding totals for last year were 453,164 
tons, valued at £9,829,000. The balance of trade was, 
therefore less favourable to Brazil, the surplus of exports 
over imports amounting to 170,772 contos, or £2,659,000, in 
contrast with 342,000 contos and £4,429,000 respectively, 
in the corresponding period of 1932. 


Carer Exports 


A number of items in exports showing increased value 
were: Hides, wool, sugar, coffee, fruits, oilseeds, tobacco 
and timber. Products of the pastoral industry were more 
in evidence, lard exports amounted to 312 tons, as against 
15 tons during the March quarter of 1932; the increase is 
due mainly to exports to British markets. Preserved meat 
exports amounted to 884 tons, showing an advance of 280 
tons compared with the figures a year earlier. 

The chief exporters of hides are the States of Rio Grande 
do Sul, Sao Paulo, Minas Geraes and Matto Grosso, and 
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shipments totalled 7,476 tons, showing an increase of 862 
tons compared with the first three months of 1932; whereas 
1,760 tons of wool were exported, at a value of £66,000, as 
against 702 tons during the same period last year, the 
volume of skins exported was 927 tons, or 342 tons less than 
in 1932.

UNITED KINGDOM—ESTONIA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The following is the text of a temporary Commercial 
Agreement between H.M. Government in the United 
Kingdom and the Government of Estonia, which has been 
concluded by an Exchange of Notes signed at London on 
July 15, 1933, and is in force as from July 22. 


No. 1—Sir John Simon to Monsieur Oskar Kallas 
Sir, 

| have the honour to inform you that His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, being desirous of coming to an agreement 
with the Estonian Government for the purpose of further 
facilitating trade between the two countries, are prepared 
to conclude an agreement with the Estonian Government 
on the following terms :— 

(1) During the currency of this agreement any notifica- 
tion of denunciation given in respect of the United 
Kingdom by His Majesty, or by the Estonian Republic 
under Article 30 of the Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion between these Parties signed at Tallinn on January 
18, 1926, shall require fifteen months instead of twelve 
months to take effect. 

(2) (a) His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom undertake not to regulate the quantity of the 
imports into the United Kingdom of bacon and hams, 
butter or eggs, the produce of Estonia, except in so far as 
such regulation may be necessary to secure the effective 
.operation of a scheme or schemes for the regulation of the 
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marketing of domestic supplies of these or of related pro- 
ducts. In the event of such regulation of imports being 
introduced in the case of all or any of these products, the 
following provisions shall have effect in so far as they may 
be applicable. 

(b) His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom 
will, in any such event, allot to Estonia an equitable share 
of permitted foreign imports having regard to the propor. 
tion of total foreign imports of those products which has 
been supplied by Estonia in recent years. Allocations to 
Estonia will be made on the same basis as, and on con. 
ditions not less favourable than, allocations to other foreign 
countries. 

(c) His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom 
declare that they will not regulate compulsorily the 
quantity of imports into the United Kingdom of bacon 
and hams, or butter or eggs, the produce of Estonia, 
without first giving the Estonian Government an oppor- 
tunity of discussing any allocation to Estonia with a view 
to securing that it is made in accordance with the above 
assurance. 

(d) It is understood that the term ‘ foreign countries ” 
in the preceding sub-paragraph (b) means countries not 
being part of the British Commonwealth of Nations nor a 
territory under British protection or suzerainty nor a 
mandated territory in respect of which the mandate is 
exercised by the Government of a part of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, and the term ‘“ foreign 
imports ’’ means imports from foreign countries as so 
defined. 

(3) The Estonian Government undertake in respect of 
herrings salted or cured in the United Kingdom and 
exported therefrom :— 


(a) That no duty or charge other or higher than the 
import duty of E.kr. 0-022 per kilogramme gross 
shall be levied on the importation of such 
herrings into Estonia. 


(Lb) That the quantity of such herrings permitted to be 
imported into Estonia shall be unrestricted. 

(c) That (apart from the levy of the aforesaid import 
duty of E.kr. 0-022 per kilogramme gross) the 
sale in Esionia of the said herrings shall take 
place under conditions of free and fair competi- 
tion with herrings caught by Estonian vessels or 
salted or cured in Estonia, and the latter 
herrings shall not be placed in any more favour- 
able position than the former by subsidies or in 
any other manner. 


(4) Both Governments undertake to keep in view the 
balance of trade between the United Kingdom and Estonia, 
and the Estonian Government recognise that it is in the 
interest of both countries that the present disparity in 
that balance should be readjusted as far as possible by the 
increase of the sales in Estonia of goods the produce or 
manufacture of the United Kingdom. 

(5) This agreement shall come into operation seven days 
after the date of this Note. The undertakings on either 
side set out in the preceding paragraphs shall remain in 
force for one year from that date, and the currency of the 
agreement shall be deemed to be the said period of one year. 


2. If the Estonian Government are prepared to accept 
these proposals, this note and a reply from you notifying 
their acceptance will constitute an agreement between the 
two Governments accordingly.

MARKING OF CHINAWARE AND CANNED 
SALMON 


The Australian Minister in London has received copies 
of the Regulations (Statutory Rules, 1933, No. 61) amending 
the Commerce (Imports) Regulations in relation to china- 
ware and canned salmon, to which reference was made in 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 1, 1933 (page 867). The full text of 
the Regulation (which comes into operation on and from 
September 1, 1933) is given hereunder. 

The Minister has been informed by the Department of 
Trade and Customs, Canberra, that as regards china, porce- 
lain and earthenware of the specified kinds, it is not proposed 
to require any marking beyond a statement of origin in- 
delibly applied in prominent and legible characters. For 
this purpose the name of the country of origin is sufficient 
and need not be prefixed with the words ‘‘ made in ty 
The approved code marks referred to in regard to salmon are 
those adopted in Canada for indicating the species of salmon.

CANADA 
INTERMEDIATE TARIFF EXTENDED TO 
AUSTRIA 


Memorandum No. 672, issued on July 6 by the Dominion 
Department of National Revenue, states that by Order- 
in-Council of July 5, the benefit of the Canadian Inter- 
mediate Tariff is extended, with effect from July 10, to 
products originating in and coming from Austria when 
imported direct, conveyed without trans-shipment from 
Austria or from a port of a country enjoying the benefit 
of the Preferential or Intermediate Tariff into a sea, lake 
or river port of Canada. 

This arrangement is consequential upon the granting by 
Austria of most-favoured-nation treatment to Canadian 
goods imported into Austria, and is to remain in force 
until December 31, 1933.

(a) a bounty not exceeding one half-penny per pound 
dead weight on chilled or frozen beef exported overseas 
or on cattle exported overseas on hoof during the 
period May 1 to December 31, 1933; 

(b) a bounty not exceeding one farthing per pound 
dead weight on boned and extract beef exported 
overseas during the same period; 


(c) a bounty in addition to that in (a) not exceeding 
one farthing per pound dead weight on chilled beef 
derived from stall-fed cattle and exported overseas, or 
on such cattle exported overseas on hoof during the 
period September 1 to December 31, 1933.

ESTONIA—FRANCE 


ADDITIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 
The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 4, 1933, contains a 
Decree, dated July 1, which provides for the provisional 
application as from July 6 of a Protocol, dated April 27, to 
the Franco-Estonian Commercial Convention of March 15, 


1929. 


The Protocol provides that either party may modify cer- 
tain of the duties fixed by the Convention on giving fifteen 
days’ notice, but in the event of use being made of this 
provision, the other party may demand immediate negotia- 
tions on the matter, aid failing agreement within ten days 
of the enforcement of the new duties, may increase its own 
duties to an extent necessary to maintain the Tariff balance 
hetween the two countries.

MONOPOLY PURCHASE AND SELLING 
PRICES FOR OILS AND FATS 


’ 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ of July 14 contains a 
Proclamation (dated July 13) issued by the German Minister 
of Food and Agriculture in connection with the institution 
—by Presidential Order of March 23 last (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” 
of April 20, page 610)—of a monopoly of the marketing of 
oils and fats in Germany. 


The Proclamation fixes the following scale of purchase 
and selling prices to be used by the State Office for Oils 
and Fats in its marketing operations, viz. : 


(1) The purchase price to be paid by the State Office for 
Oils and Fats is the current market price (duty- 
paid), c.i.f. Hamburg, of the particular commodity 
offered to the State Office on the day on which the 
offer was made. 


(2) The delivery or selling price of the State Office for 
Oils and Fats is the purchase price, as defined 
above, increased by a fixed surcharge. The rates 
of this surcharge are : — 


(a) 0°20 Rm. per 100 kilogs., except in the case of 
categories (b) and (c) below. 

(b) 1 Rm. per 100 kilogs. for animal fats under 
Tariff No. 131 and hardened fish oil under Tariff 
No. 207A. (For animal fats under Tariff No. 131, 
to be used in an unhardened state for the produc- 
tion of medicinal or veterinary fish oil or for tech- 
nical purposes, the surcharge is, however, only 0-20 
Rm. per 100 kilogs.) 


(c) In order to countervail the impost borne by 
German-produced oils, as a result of the monopoly 
levy on oilseeds, the surcharge for the under-men- 
tioned oils, when imported from abroad, is fixed at 
0-25 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

(i) Vegetable fatty oils (ex Tariff Nos. 166/7) with 
the exception of olive oil, lavat oil and sulphur oil. 


(ii) Palm-kernel and coconut oils (ex Tariff 


No. 171). 
(iii) Hardened fatty oils (ex Tariff No. 207A).

TEMPORARY PROHIBITION OF IMPORT OF 
HAND FIRE-ARMS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order, 
dated June 12, which prohibits the importation of hand fire- 
arms (faustfeuerwaffen) into Germany, until further notice. 

In special individual cases exemption from the prohibi- 
tion may be granted in conformity with Clause 22 (1) of the 
German Firearms and Ammunition Law of April 12, 1928. 


HUNGARY 
TURNOVER TAX ON TEA, COFFEE, SPICES, 
ETC. 


H.M. Minister at Budapest has forwarded a translation 
of a Hungarian Decree (No. 93,000 of June 22, 1933) which 
raises, from 8} per cent. to 11 per cent., the rate of con- 
solidated turnover tax applicable to coffee (Tariff No. 40) ; 
tea (Tariff No. 41); pepper (Tariff No. 42); ginger (Tariff 
No. 44); cinnamon (Tariff No. 45); star aniseed, cloves, 
mace, nutmegs (Tariff No. 46); vanilla, cardamoms (ez 


Tariff No. 47); and dried laurel leaves (Tariff No. 50). 
The Decree came into force on June 23, 1933. 


ITALY 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON TANNED HIDES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of July 14, 1933, con- 
tains a Royal Decree Law (No. 792), dated June 29 and 
effective on publication, which provides that tanned hides or 
skins with hair, including the natural tails tanned, other 
than fine skins, weighing per hide or skin up to 400 gms. 
(No. 808 6 (1) of the Italian Customs Tariff) are to pay the 
General Customs duty of 27-50 lire per kilog., plus the ad 
valorem duty of 15 per cent., instead of the Conventional 


duty of 23-90 lire per kilog. as hitherto. 


REFUND OF SALES TAX ON EXPORTED 
WOOLLEN GOODS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) of July 15 contains a 
Ministerial Decree, dated June 27, which prolongs until 
December 31, 1933, the validity of the Decree of Decem- 
ber 15, 1932, which provided for a refund of part of the Sales 
Tax (tassa de scambio) levied on woollen goods in Italy when 
such goods were exported therefrom before June 30. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


A Ministerial Decree, dated July 8, issued under the 
powers conferred by the Decree-Law of December 21, 193] 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 28, 1932, page 138) provides 
for the following further additions to the list of prohibited 
imports specified in the schedule annexed to the Royal 
Decree-Law of November 14, 1926, viz. :— 

Casein ; 

Cotton yarns (Tariff Nos. 183, 184 and 185) ; 

Machines for preparing cotton for spinning, cards, 
drawing frames, sets of spindles ; 

Spinning wheels and twisting machines of all kinds, 
including the rings (Tariff No. 414 a); 

Non-automatic machine tools weighing more than 100 
and up to 1,000 kilogs. (Tariff No. 403 a/4). 


These prohibitions do not, however, apply to goods 
coming from countries for which exemption from import 
prohibitions is prescribed by Commercial Treaty, or from 
countries which do not apply restrictive measures to the 
importation of Italian goods. 


NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON MEATS, LIVE 
SHEEP AND SLAUGHTER HORSES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 
19, 1933 (page 114) the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at The Hague reports the publication of a Royal 
Decree (No. 28 of July 12, 1933), which restricts the im- 
portation into the Netherlands of fresh, chilled and frozen 
beef and veal for a further period of six months (July 16, 
1933, to January 16, 1934) to 60 per cent. of the average 
quantity imported per six months of the basis years, 1929, 
1930 and 1931. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


The same Decree restricts the importation of beef and 
veal (except fresh, chilled and frozen as provided for 
above), mutton and horse meat (fresh, chilled, frozen, 
salted, smoked, dried and/or cured or preserved in any 
other way) and live sheep and slaughter horses for a period 
of six months (July 16, 1933, to January 16, 1934) to 
100 per cent. of the average quantity imported during the 
corresponding six months of the basis years 1931-32 and 
1932-33. 

Licences can be obtained only by recognised importers 
who should apply to the central bureau ‘‘ Crisis Rundvee 
Centrale,’’ which will handle all imports on contract with 
the buyers. 


NORWAY 
DUTIES ON TOBACCO GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 24, 1932 (page 758) and previous notices, H.M. Minister 
at Oslo reports that the banderole duties on tobacco goods 
are to remain unchanged during the Budget period 1933-34, 
except that the duty on cigarette tubes is to be Kr. 0°25 
per 50 tubes or part thereof instead of, as heretofore, 
Kr. 0°50 per 100 tubes or part thereof. 


SURTAXES ON CUSTOMS DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Osolo has forwarded a copy of a 
Royal Resolution of July 6, 1933, authorising the following 
alterations in the surtaxes to the Customs duties on sugar 
and coffee to take effect from August 1 next :— 


The temporary surtaz on both products has been increased 
from 40 per cent. to 50 per cent., while the extraordmary 
surtaz has been reduced from 65 per cent. to 20 per cent. in 
the case of coffee and from 50 per cent. to 25 per cent. in 
the case of sugar.

ROUMANIA 
LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 


The new Roumanian Luxury and Turnover Tax Law pro- 
vides that imported goods may be charged, in addition to 
the tax normally leviable thereon, an additional tax equal 
to 30 per cent. of the tax which would have been imposed in 
Roumania on the intermediary products used in their manu- 
facture.

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period July 20-31 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 131-74 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
heing payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. | 


CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REQUIREMENT 
FOR EGGS WITHDRAWN 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’”’ for July 13 contains an Order 
withdrawing the requirement that eggs imported into Spain 
from countries which have neither signed nor adhered to 
the Convention for the Marking of Eggs, concluded in 
Rome in December, 1931, must be accompanied by a Certif- 
cate of Origin. 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT, ETC., OF CEREALS AND FLOUR 


A Law of July 7, 1932, provided for revised measures for 
the control of cereals and flour in Switzerland. This Law 
was brought into force from July 1, 1933, in virtue of a 
Decree of July 4, published in the ‘ Recueil des Lois 
Fédérales’”’ of July 5, which also contains the regulations 
for its execution. In general, the new system follows the 
same lines as the previous one, but the compensatory duties 
payable in order to obtain permits for the import of flour for 
bread-making and in respect of the import of bread-making 
cereals by an unregistered person have been increased from 
20 to 25 frances per 100 kilogs. (gross weight).

NEW ZEALAND 
PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Notice 
dated May 18, issued by the Minister of Customs, stating 
that it is probable that the New Zealand Customs Tariff 
will be revised during the next session of the New Zealand 
Parliament as a result of the Report of the Customs Tariff 
Commission which has recently been appointed. 


The attention of persons interested is directed to the 
following provisions of Section 130 of the Customs Act :— 

‘130. (1) If, after any agreement is made (whether in 
New Zealand or elsewhere) for the sale of goods, any altera- 
tion takes place in the law relating to the liability of such

goods to duty or in the rate or amount of such duty, then, 
in the absence of express written provision to the contrary, 
the ae shall be deemed to be modified as follows :—

NETHERLANDS 
PROPOSED POWERS TO IMPOSE IMPORT 
PROHIBITIONS AND INCREASED IMPORT 


DUTIES SELECTIVELY 


H.M. Representative at The Hague has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Bill, which, if enacted, will empower the 
Netherlands Government to impose increased import duties 
or import prohibitions (absolute or partial) on goods origin- 
ating in or coming from countries not in Commercial Treaty 
relationship with the Netherlands and which treat the 
Netherlands less favourably than other countries or in a 
manner which is regarded as inimical to the vital interests 
of the Netherlands. 

The Bill contains provisions regarding the institution ot 
certificate of origin and import permit requirements in the 
event of the above-mentioned powers being implemented. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 


PROPOSED EXCISE DUTY ON SUGAR 


The Board of Trade have received a report from H.M. 
Commercial Agent to the Netherland East Indies to the 
effect that a sugar Excise duty of 2 florins per 100 kilogs. 1s 
likely to come into operation in the near future.

EXHIBITION OF INDUSTRIAL DESIGNS 


A selection of the designs submitted for the Tenth 
Annual Open Competition of Industrial Designs for prizes 
and scholarships offered by the Royal Society of Arts, City 
Companies, well-known manufacturers and other bodies, 
will be exhibited to the public, by kind permission of the 
Board of Governors, in the Exhibition Pavilion at the Im- 
perial Institute, South Kensington, London, SeW. 7, from 
August 5 to August 31 (Sundays included)—on weekdays 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.; and on Sundays from 2.30 p.m. to 
6 p.m. 

The Exhibition will include designs in architectural 
decoration, textiles, furniture, book production, adver- 
tising and commercial art, and miscellaneous subjects. 

During the nine years these competitions have been held 
they have been the means of discovering and rewarding 
many promising designers and craftsmen whose work and 
talents would otherwise have been unknown. They are open 
and of a thoroughly democratic character, entries being re- 
ceived from the sons and daughters of working men as well 
as from those of peers. It is felt by all those interested in 
industrial art that it would be a national calamity if, in 
spite of their success, and solely because of their cost to 
the Society, they had to be discontinued. Unfortunately, 
however, the competitions are not self-supporting, and it 
has been found impracticable to make any further increase 
in the entrance fees. The cost of organising them has been 
a heavy drain upon the Society, which in the present state 
of the country it is no longer able to bear. The Council of 
the Society have therefore been compelled to appeal for 
financial help to enable the competitions to be carried on. 

Jf it is decided to hold a competition in 1934, the 
arrangements and schedule of prizes will be considered in 
October next. Several important manufacturers have 
already expressed a wish to offer prices for designs, and 
other firms, trade associations or kindred bodies desiring to 
take part, either by offering prizes for designs, or by 
contributing to the Scholarship and General Prize Fund in 
connection with the next competition, should communicate 
with the Secretary of the Royal Society of Arts, John 
Street, Adelphi, London, W.C. 2.

firitish Standard Sampling and Analysis of Coke. 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard Specification for the Sampling and Analysis of 
Coke. The minimum weights of gross samples specified have 
been determined after extensive trials on both oven and gas 
coke. 

The basis of the specification is the same as that used for 
small coal (see Report on the Sampling of Small Fuel by Dr. 
E. S. Grummell and Dr. A. C. Dunningham, B.S.S. No. 
403-1930), viz., to determine the variability of the coke and, 
from the theory of errors, to calculate the number of incre- 
ments necessary for a specified degree of accuracy. The 
moisture content of coke was chosen as the most variable 
factor, and, by determining this separately in fifty incre- 
menis, the average deviation from the mean (the average 
error) was found. This was done with cokes of different 
average moisture content and with different weights of incre- 
ments. It was found that the average deviation from the 
mean increased until the moisture content was 8 or 9 per 
cent.. when it attained a constant value for higher moisture 
contents up to a limit, as shown by the tests, of 15 per cent. 
The results obtained with increments of 1 Ib. were not gener- 
ally satisfactory, but concordant results were obtained with 
increments of 24 lb., and as a consequence a weight of incre- 
ment of 24 lb. has been adopted in the specification. 

The use of this specification should reduce the disputes 
which frequently occur between buyer and seller, owing to 
the use of unsatisfactory methods of sampling and analysis. 
Its use should also facilitate the sale of coke to specification, 
in which bonus and penalty clauses would encourage the pro- 
duction of finer and better cokes. The production of cokes 
of better quality would encourage the scope of their useful- 
ness and so allow the production to be developed.

The British Standards Institution have just issued 4 
British Standard Specification for Cold-drawn Weldless Stee! 
Boiler and Superheater Tubes for designed steam tempera. 
tures not exceeding 850° F. This specification forms one of 
a series of British Standard Specifications for Boiler and 
Superheater Tubes which are being prepared as part of the 
work undertaken eighteen months ago in connection with 
land boilers. The specification as drafted provides for tubes 
for designed steam temperatures up to 750° F. and for tem. 
peratures between that and 850° F. An additional require. 
ment is included that the steel used in the manufacture of 
the tubes shall be of the non-segregated or fully killed type. 

Other specifications in the course of preparation in this 
connection include those dealing with Hot Finished Weldless 
Steel Boiler and Superheater Tubes and Lap Welded Stee! 
and Wrought Iron Boiler Tubes. 

Consideration is also to be given to the preparation of specifi- 
cations for boiler and superheater tubes for designed steam 
temperatures exceeding 850° F.

The Collection of Reptile Skins for Commercial Purposes, 
with Reference to the Posasihilities in Emre Countries. 
(Report by the Advisory Committee on Hides and Skins, 
Imperial Institute.) Price Is. net, 1s. 1d. post free. 


The rapid rise to popularity of reptile skin leather in the 
manufacture of shoes, handbags and fancy leather articles 
has created a big demand for the raw skins, the collection of 
which in tropical and sub-tropical countries has increased by 
leaps and bounds during the last six years. Large quantities 
are derived from foreign countries, but in India the Empire 
possesses one of the chief sources of supply. The number of 
lizard, crocodile and python skins exported from India last 
year amounted to over 24 millions. Nigeria also sends shipments 
on a large scale. Many parts of the Empire which so far 
have not entered the trade, or only participaze to a limited 
extent, are well supplied with reptiles and could provide new 
varieties in addition to those already known on the market. 

Provided that safeguards against undesirable effects are 
secured, it is concluded that the collection of reptile skins 
from new sources in the Empire, and the further develop- 
ment of the industry where it already exists, may be en- 
couraged. The possible dangers of the intensive exploitation 
of reptiles in upsetting the balance of nature are fully 
realised, and the introduction, wherever necessary, of 
restrictive measures is advocated. Some of the species which 
might be employed are rare, and would only be available in 
commercial quantities if methods for breeding them in 
captivity could be satisfactorily devised. Reptile farms, 
however, have so far met with a greater measure of failure 
than of success. The collection of reptile skins on the present 
large scale is a recent development, and to avoid undesirable 
effects in the years to come, and at the same time to main- 
tain a constant supply of skins, the industry must be 
organised and developed in each country on sound principles. 

The Report includes lists (1) of the principal species of 
lizards. snakes, crocodiles and alligators, the skins of which 
are already in commerce; and (2) a list of species found in 
Empire countries the skins of which are not at present com.
